READY FOR AUSTRIA 


U. S. Has Forciful Answer in Reply 


to Austria's Attempt to Dis- 


courage Shipments.

Washington, Aug. 5.—The American 


reply to Austria-Hungary's recent di- 
plomatic note suggesting an embargo 
on war exports to the allies on the 
ground that the traffic has .grown to 
proportions which violate American 
neutrality, has practically been finish- 
ed by the state department and will 
be dispatched to Vienna within the 
next few days. The Jiote reiterated the 
position of the United States, as it 
was expected on a; previous occasion 
to Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, that "the placing of an 
embargo on the trade in arms, at this 
time 
» * * * would be a direct 
violation of the 
neutrality 
of 
tiie 
United States." 
"Austria's contention that a "nsu- 
tral government is not permitted fo 
allow unhindered trade in contraband 
of war if this trade assumes such a 
character or proportion that the neu- 
trality of the country is thereby im- 
paired," is declared in the American 
reply to he impractical. The United 
States contends that a limit beyond 
which the amount of war exports to 
a belligerent endangers the neutral- 
ity of a non-belligerent, cannot be ar- 
bitrarily set. The further contention 
in the Austrian: note that congress 
would, under the 
constitution, be 


justified in empowering the president 
to destrict war shipments, js met with 
the statement that should the United 
States feel 
a desire to make any 
change in its own laws during the 
war, would according to international 
law, 
be an. unjustifiable departure 
from its policy of strict neutrality.

plete quietness in Haiti. The battle- 
ship Connecticut, after 
landing ma- 


rines at Port au Prince,. has arrived 
at Cape Haitieu. the latest center of 
revolutionary activities. 
General Bobo with some troops tried 
to enter Cape Haitien yesterday, Ad- 
miral Caperton reported 
today, but 
several warning shots from the Unit- 
ed States coast survey yacht Eagle 
frightened them away.. The command- 
er of the gunboat Nashville sent a 
warning to General Bobo that If he 
returned again "with 
unfriendly In- 
tentions," he would be Dred upon. 
Cape Haitien now is clear of armed 
troops of the revolutionists and the 
formation of a native committee of 
safety has been begun. Every effort 
is being made, navy department offi- 
cials say, to place the situation in the 
hands of native authorities as soon as 
possible.

Erie, Pa.,, Aug. 5.—Twenty victims 


have been identified and at least forty 
others are believed, to have been lost 
as result of Tuesday night's flood. 


Working in relays uader the scorch- 
ing sun, police, firemen and volunteers 
today continued their search for bod- 
ies in the masses of wreckage piled 
along Mill creek. 
Some headway was made last night, 


but there are still great piles of ruins 
that have not been explored. One 
body was recovered during the night— 
that of a foreigner. 
Work of clearing up the city was 
commenced in earnest this morning. 
The naval militia was called out to 
reinforce 
the 
National Guardsmen 
guarding the stricken 
section, and 
sightseers were kept away from the 
working gangs. These men were de- 
tailed in troops under competent fore- 
men so that the best possible results 
could be obtained in the least possible 
time. 
Mayor Stern announced that 
he had received offers of relief from 
many cities in Pennsylvania, but he 
thought the city would be able to take 
care of its own.

BELATED PROGRAM. 
The secretaries of war and the navy 
with their advisers are working on a 
belated military program which, it is 
estimated in some quarters, may call 
for appropriations amounting to'$500,- 
000.000. The pavity of the German 
situation, the increase of anarchy in 
Mexico and tho general criticism of 
The nation's lack of military prepared- 
ness have combined to inspire the ad- 
ministration with a realization that 
something should be done, and now, 
at the eleventh hour, Mr. Wilson is 
preparing to recommend a somewhat 
comprehensive program to congress. 
There is every reason to fear, how- 
ever, that if congress heeds this pro- 
posal great sums will be wasted. 
When President "Wilson, by the exer- 
tion of his personal influence with 
congress, defeated the Gardner resolu- 
tion calling for a thorough invesitga- 
tion of the military needs of the na- 
tion, he deprived himself and con- 
gress, and the 
public, of the most 


available method of learning 
the 
needs of the country in advance of the 
expenditure of funds, of emphasizing 
certain abuses, some of them of long 
standing, which operate seriously to 
diminish the efficiency of the military 
establishment, and of acquiring infor- 
mation essential to the intelligent and 
economical expenditure of funds. Of 
course, one of the reasons why the 
president was so opposed to the Gard- 
ner resolution was his conviction that 
it would serve in a large measure to 
show the worse than inefficient admin- 
istration the navy was receiving at 
the hands of Secretary Daniels. More- 
over, such an investigation intelligent- 
ly conducted would have exhibited the 
almost criminal folly of reviving cer- 
tain southern navy yards which pru- 
dent administration had proved should 
be abandoned in the interest of both 
efficiency and economy. But Mr. Wil- 
son's southern friends wanted no such 
expose and Secretary Daniels violent- 
ly opposed it and so the Gardner reso- 
lution was killed—at what promises 
to be tremendous cost to the nation. 


The Wisconsin legislature has voted 
for an increased appropriation for the 
Wisconsin National Guard. 
It is 
along the line of the United States 
government's request that arrange- 
ments be made to increase the nation- 
al guard reserves throughout the na- 
ion and not with a view of increasing 
the burden of taxation in Wisconsin.

The 
question arises whether the taxpayers 
want this sort of thing to continue. 
No one wants to cripple the univer- 
sity extension department, and least 
of all Governor Philipp. 
But it is a 
question whether the taxpayers are 
willing to dig down into their pockets 
to finance an aggregation of men like 
Brightman to put any administration 
out of business.

ON WITHOUT CHECK 


DESPITE THE WAR 


Wliile Paris Is Quiet, London City 


Suffers 
Very Little 
from the 


Struggle.—Gaiety Is Kept Up. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, Aug. 5.—One of the para- 
doxes of the war is the visiting 'of 
Parisians to London for a bit of ex- 
citement and gaiety. 
Paris is noth- 
ing like its old self, for its theaters 
are closed, motor buses at the front, 
most of its taxis laid up and a large 
number of its hotels closed. But Lon- 
don has sacrificed b'ut little of its old 
life. Hotels are full, tea rooms and 
restaurants as crowded as ever, the- 
aters, especially the music halls and 
revues, well attended, and the Hyde 
Park and upper Thames have their 
usual crowds of holiday makers. 
But this does not mean that Lon- 
don does not feel the war. The hotel 
guests are mainly purchasing agents 
for the allied powers, visiting attaches 
on official business and agents for 
American factories looking for supply 
contracts. Comparatively few of the 
younger men'seen in the fashionable 
tea places and restaurants wear civil- 
ian clothes. Khaki is also the pre- 
vailing color among the men at the 
revues. The "Picacdilly knut". as the 
young men who set the. fashions are 
called, has largely'disappeared from 
his old haunts. 
London's gaiety is in one sense 
largely kept, tip by the war. Men liv- 
ing the hard routine of duty at the 
training camps or a life of constant

LEIPSIC -FEELS EFFECT 


OF WAR ON FUR TRADE 


[RTT ASSOCFATKD PRESS.1 


Leipsic, Germany, Aug. 5.—In com- 
mon with London, Paris and Petro- 
grad, Leipsic has felt the effects of 
the war on the fur trade with extra- 
ordinary keenness. The business in 


this line is practically at a standstill, 
and few if any firms are adding any- 
thing to their already 
over 
large 
stocks. In previous years, it has been 
just at this time that they have begun 
to load up. 


Someone with access to figures in 
other countries than Germany esti- 
mates that there are now on hand in 
the fur concerns in London some 4.- 
500,000 muskrat furs 
from 
North 
America, 9,000,000 skunk skins, 54,000 
Australian opossum skins, 
127 000 
civet skins, 3-10,00* fox skins and 17,- 
500 polecat skins.. London neither can 
dispose of this enormous number of 
pelts, nor can Leipsic avail itself of 
them. 


The heavy loss which the war has 
caused the fur trade is indicated by 
the fact that the price, last year lor 
a perfect black fox pelt, $750, has 
dropped this year to $100. 


SWEDISH DEVELOPED 


CONSIDERABLY SINCE 


BEGINNING OF WAR

London, Aug. 5.—The Swedish army 


has been considerably developed since 
the beginning of the European war, 
according to a correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph company. It is 
officially announced that Sweden now 
has 350,000 regulars and 175,000 Xand- 
sturmers. 
Supplies of ammunition 
and war material have been brought 
up to date, and the Swedish military 
writers state'that the army has never 
before stood at sucb a high point of 
efficiency. Five thousand new officers 
and non-commissioned officers 
have 
been appointed, and air old soldiers 
have been called up for a course of 
supplemental training.

ing with 42-centimeter cannon, and 
with weapons that are the last word 
in the art of the arms manufacturer, 
the Tyroleans who have been drawn 
into the war by the entry of Italy 
find that the weapons used in the 
Napoleonia wars' are still 
effective, 
and are using them with what is re- 
ported as great success. 


Tlle old "weapons" are nothing less 
than huge boulders which 
they are 
rolling down, avalanche-wise, onto the 
Italians as the latter attempt to storm 
the lieights along the Austro-ItalUn 
frontier. 
They are proving quite as 


deadly as any shells have done in 
this war. 


The avalanche of rocks was first 
used successfully in the battle of Bel- 
fiore on .lime 
14th. The 
Austrian 


forces consisted of gendarmerie and 
Tyrolean sharp shooters, whose fore- 
fathers had fought, a hundred years 
ago in approximately the same place. 
The third company of the 71st Ir.al- 
ian infantry regiment began an attack 
on Belflore, attempting to come up 
along the ravine of the Cima Norre. 
Long before they were at the top, 
however, the downpour 
of boulders 
began. 


Many of the Italians were killed at 


onco, others were so severely wound- 
ed that, they were captured. Those 
who could scrambled to one side ot 
the ravine or the other, but only to 
become easy marks for the bullets of 
the Austrians. 
Sergeant-major Reyrer of the gen- 


darmerie, who inaugurated the stone 
avalanche plan, has been decorated 
with tlie goldon bravery mpdal, the 
first, of its kind to be bestowed on the 
Italian front.

ing of Spectacular Fighting For 


Important Pass. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Geneva, July 5.—Swiss soldiers and 
guides bring some picturesque details 
of the fighting between Italy and Aus- 
tria in the Alps around Stelvio Pass, 
9,000 feet high, and the neighboring 
heights overlooking the Valteline val- 
ley. 


Stelvio Pass is an important back- 
door entrance into Italy, threatening 
Milan. It was strongly fortified by the 
Austrians and manned by a 
large 
body of mountain artillery. The Ital- 
ians have similarly fortified other 
passes nearby, and there are daily ar- 
tillery duels, while at night the whole 
district 
is swept by searchlights.- 
Swiss soldiers on sentry duty a few 
miles away keep constant watch over 
the scene. Near the -point where the 
Swiss, Italian and Austrian frontiers 
meet there are several villages where 
the Inhabitants all speak a half dozen 
languages and dialects.
